I AM directed to forward, for tho information ot the Ooremment of 
India, a copy of the Sanitary Gommissionur’s Notes on Vaccination in the 
Punjab during the year 1015-16. Tho death-rate from small-pox in 1915 was 
lower than in any year since tho introduction of the i^stem of registration of 
deaths; in those circumstances tho increase of over 20,000 in tlio number of 
re-vaccinations performed during the year under review reflects credit on 
the vaccination establishment. The number of primary vaccinations was also 
most satisfactory, for though the actual number of such operations nas less by 
2,025 than in the previous year, tho proportion of tho children available vac- 
cinated was greater and amounted to over 99 per cent. 

2. The percentage of successful re-vaccinations was 2*6 better than in 
the previous year, but there was a slight falliug off in the ratio of success obtain- 
ed in primary operations, which is attributed to the effect on some of the lymph 
supplied of the excessive heat in certain districts. There was a very 
considerable increase — from 8,489 to 16,049— in the number of vaccinations of 
infants under one year of age pei'formed by the special staff. The dispropor- 
tion between the number of males and number of females re-vaCcinated con- 
tinues to bo pronounced, males accounting for nearly 69 per cent, of the total 
number of operations. It has, however, to be borne in mind that 65 per 
cent, of the population are males so that the disproportion is not so great as it 
would appear at first sight. 

8. During the year under review the Vaccination Act was extended 
to four municii>alities and has since been extended to live others. There arc, 
however, still about 70 towns out of 100 in which the Act might be enforced, 
tliat have so far failed to adopt this simple measure for tho protection of in- 
fants, and His Honour is disappointed to find that so poor a response has been 
made by rntmicipalities to tho appeal which was addressed to tnem last year. 
In tho Hissar, Hoshidrpur and Montgomery Districts the Act is not in force at 
all, while in the Jullundur, Ludhidna, Lahore, Anuitsar, Gurddspur, Sidlkot, 
Gujrdnwdla and Dora Ghdzi Elhan Districts it has boon adopted in only one 
municipality each. 

4. The total numb-'r of vaccinators employed in the province was 274, 
and of these 63 attended tho classes hold during the year at the Vaccine 
Institute, Lahore, fur instruction in tho technique of vaccination and principles 
of elementary hygiene.

I HATE tEe honour to forward, for the information of His Honour the 
Lieutenanb-GoTernor of the Punjab, the Annual Vaccination Statements for 
the year 1916-16. 

2. The charge of the Vaccination Department was held by Colonel Adminirtratiwi. 

0. J. Bamber, IMS., from the commencement of the year till the forenoon of 
the 12th July, when I relieved him and held additional charge for the remainder 

« f the year. The appointment of Deputy Sanitary Commissioner, was 
leld throughout the ^ear by Major W. H. C. Eorster, I.M.S., in addition 
to his duties as Professor of Pathology at the Lahore Medical College, and Dr. 
i£. A. Bahman, M. B. Cb. B. (Edin. ), D. P. H. (London) held the post of Addi- 
tional Deputy Sanitary Commissioner. Ihe appointment of Superintendent, 

Punjab vaccine Institute, was held from the commencement of the year 
till May 17th by Assistant Surgeon Maharaj Krishna, Kapur, by Major 
Eorster from May ISih to August 5th, from August 6th to Eebruary 29th by 
Assistant Surgeon Pars Jlam, when he was relieved by Assistant Sui^eon 
Prem Nath, Suri, who hold the post till the end of the year, 

3. The strength of the Vaccination Establishment was 6 Divisional stnogtii of Tuem»> 
Inspectors, SO Superintendents of Vaccination, the same as last year, and 
» 274i vaccinators or more than in the previous year. Tlie increase is due to 
the entertainment of one vaccinator for both the towns of Shahabad and 
Thanesar in the Karnal Listrict, and one each in Simla and Jagraon munici' 
polities and Jullundur Cantonment. 

4. In 1916-16 the cost of the Department amounted to Be. 1,40,964, a Coefc of the depaii. 
decrease of Bs. 6,983 compared with the figures for the previous year. This 
is due entirely to the decrease in the pay and travelling allowance of the 
Deputy Sanitary Commissioner, owing to the absence of the permanent 
incumbent on Military duty. 

5. The average cost of each successful vaccination was Bie. 0-3-1 as coitofeaeiiBiiceaic. 
compared with Bo. 0-8-3 in the previous year. The decrease in the average statomoiife 

cost of a successful case is also due to the reason stated in the preceding 
paragraph. If, however, the sum of Bs. 19,607, which has been credited to 
Government on account of the cost of vaccine sold, be deducted from the total 
expenditure, the average cost works out to Be. 0-2-8 for the year under 
report as compared with Be. 0-2-9 in the previous year. 

6. The amount of work done in 1916-16 was satisfactory, the total 
number of operations performed by aU establishments amounting to 865,048 
or nearly two per cent, in excess of the figures for the previous year; of this 
number 669.236 were primary and 18> ,813 re-vaccinations as compared with 
^71,261 and 165,878, respectively, in the previous year. The slight decrease 
of 2,025 in primary vaccination is manifestly due to the diminution in 
the number of children available for the operation as compared with the 
previous year. In 1916-16 the number of such children was 671,556 as 
against 696.433 in 1914-15. The increase of 20,434 in re-vaccination is very 
satisfactory and reflects credit on the establishment. 

7. There was a total of 47,272 operations performed under the house-to- Howto-iunM 
house system in 11 districts, via., 483 in MuzafEargarh, 498 in Jhelum 600 in 
Eerozepore, 910 in LvaUpur, 1,140 in Karnal, 1,769 in Shahpur, 1,793 in 
Montgomery, 1,882 in Jhang, 2,841 in Hissar and 8,400 in Ledioro, including 7,^00 
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in the Lahore Municipalify and the largest number 27,061 (2,087 in 6 towns 
and 24>,974i in 1,150 villages) in the Gurdaspnr District. 

8. The total number of operations performed by the district staff in 
1915-16 was 796,572 as against 7^2,988 in the previous year, an increase of 
13,584. Compared with the previous year there was a decrease of 8,261 
primary operations and an increase of 21,835 re-vacoinations. In the case of 
primary operations 13 districts recorded an excess and 1° a decrease as com- 
pared with the figures for the previous year. The diminution is partly duo to 
the fact that from all those districts which showed a reduction of more than one 
thousand except Montgomery vaccinators were sent for training to the Punjab 
Vaccine Institute at Lahore and they were replaced by vaccinators from the 
Special Staff, Punjab, whose work is shown separately, and partly to the decrease . 
in the number of children. The decrease in the Montgomery District is not 
satisfactorily explained by the OivU Surgeon, but is probably due also to the 
diminution in the number of births in that district. The percentage of suc- 
cessful primary vaccination of children under one year of ago to the total 
number available was 73*41, the same as in the previous year, and 72*98, 
the average for the previous five years. This satisfactory result is an indication 
of the good work of the district vaccination staff. The increase of 21,835 
re-vaccinations compared with the figures for the previous year is very 
satisfactory. This increase was noticed in 19 districts, and was well marked 
(5,686) in Earual, (4, 626'! in i^mbala. (4,093) in Gujrauwala, (8,033) in 
Botbak, (2,366) in Muzaffargarh, (2,297 ) in Amritsar and (2,008) in Hissar 
districts; in all others it varied between 1,491 in Ludhiana and 5 in 
Shahpur. The decrease in the 9 districts of Kangra, Bawalpindi, JuUundur, 
Multan, Attock, Sialkot, Gurdaspur, Dera Ghazi Khan and Simla is principally 
due to the differeuce in the population of the areas selected for re-vaocination. 
The percentage of males and females to total number of re-vacoinations 
was nearly the same as last year, vis , 68*77 in the case of males and 31-23 in 
that of females as against 68*65 and 31*46 in 1914-16. The percentage of 
success in primary vaccination was 96 45 as against 97*16 in the previous 
year, while in tne case of re-vaccination it was 73*38 as compared with 
70 78 in the previous year. The slight decrease in the percentage of success 
in primary oases is due to the fast that vaccine lymph supplieii from the 
Murree Dep&t early in the season did not produce as good results as it should 
owing to the excessive heat in certain districts in the plains. The percentage 
of vaccinations in which results were not known to the total number in 1916-16 
was 4*86 in the case of primary and 18*20 in that of re-vacoination as compared 
with 4*34 and 18*48,' respectively, in the year preceding. 

9 The number of persons successfully vaccinated by the district staff 
was 35 05 per mille of population as against 34*98 in the previous year. 

10 The vaoeinators of the Special Staff, Punjab, performed 28,7^3 
primary operations and 18,270 re- vaooi nations during the year as compared with 
23,328 and 23,738 in the year preceding. This shows an increase of 5,405 or 
over 23 per cent, in the number of primary vaccinations and a diminution 
of 5,468 or 23 per cent, in re-vaooinations as compared with the figures for the 
year preceding. The percentage of success was 97'36 in the case of primary 
operations and 72*67 in that of re-vaccination as agniust 96*25 and 70*16, res- 
pectively, in 1914-15. 

11. The work done in cantonments which entertain their own vaccina- 
tors, amoxinted to 4,459 primary vaccinations and 4,443 re-vacointstions, an 
increase of^ 684 in the case of the former and of 3,125 in the lattel^over the 
corresponding figures for last year. The largest num^r of persons -vaccinated 
was 3,680 in Ambala, <2,869 in Lahore, 890 in Baw^pindi and 813 in Berozet 
pore cantonments. 

The percentage of suooess was 98*48 in primary and 70*88 in re^raodna-* 
idon as against 99*0^ and 70*04 iff the previous year and the ratio per cent, of 
pn^mown eases to total oases iu the case of primary was 2*69 affft re-vaocmatioa 
^9*88 as oompaadd with 1*64 and 4*02 in 1914-15. 
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12. As comi)arod witli last year there was an increase of 137 primary 
and 94)2 re* vaccinations performed at dispensaries with a percentage of success 
of 99*73 in primary and 7*5’28 in re>vacciaation as against 97’07 and 83*96 in 
1914-15. The largest number of operations (1>178) was performed at dis- 
pensaries in the Ferojseporo District.

13. During my inspection of Amritsar City and Gurdaspur I s-^w SKnt 
some children who were recently vaccinated and found that the operation had 
been properly carried out. The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner visited 
88 towns and villages inspecting '?99 primary and 679 re-vaccinations. The 
ratio of success in primary operations was 95*99 and in re'vacoinations 60*68 
per cent. During his tours of inspection in Simla Hill States from June to 
September be approached fwtiie of the State authorities and tried to convince 
them of the necessity for bringing up children under 3 or 4 years of age for 
vdocination owing to their susceptibility to small-pox and of their danger to 
ethers, with some suc(^ss.^ The Additional Depuiy Sanitary Commissioner 
inspeotod 10, 544 vaccinations in 25 towns and 645 villages of the Jhelum, 

Biohtak, Kamal, Shahpur, Attook, Sialkot, Hoshiarpur and Ambala districts, tbe 
results in most of the disMots being very encouraging. Of tbe total number 
inspected 8,868 were primary and 1,676 re-vaccinations with a percentage of 
success of “1*28 in the case of the former and 73*57 in that of the latter. 

Civil Surgeons and Health OMceis made 68,692 inspections of primary 
Vaccination and 9,646 of re- vaccination, Divisional Inspectors 100,266 and 16,092 
and Superintendents of Vaccination 460,390 and 112,511, respectively. The 
percentage of success verified by the Civil Surgeons and Health Officers was 
92*74 in primary and 69 89 in re-vaceiuation, as compared with 92*99 and 68*59 
and 95*00 and 71*71 found by Divisional Inspectors and Superintendents, ' 

respectively. The rates of success reported by vaccinators Arere 90*45 in 
primaiy and 73*38 in le-vaocination as {gainst 97'13 and 70*68 in the year 
preceding. 


14. The number of primary vaccinations and re-vaccinations performed yaecinatton in lug* 
in 1916-16 in the Native States which entertain their own vaccinators was as 2 sr«ttTe 8 t.tM. 
follows : — Patiala 50 0d5 and 1:8,688, Bahawalpur 14,127 and 120, Kapurthala 
4,466 and 62, Faridkot 5,503 and 132, in Jind 10,-221, and in Nabha 283 
primary vaccinations There was an increase in the total number of persons 
vaccinated in Patiala, Kapui'ihala and Faridirot and a slight decrease in other 
States as compared with the work for the previous yea r. The percentage 
of sucoessfol primary vaccination was 98 a 5 in Patiala, 96*67 in Bahawalpur, 

99*57 in Kaporthala, 9.)'16 in Faridkot, 93*83 in Jind and 97*38 in Nabha. 

In the case of re-vaooiuation the percentage of success varied between 33*00 
in Faridkot and 75 47 in Bahawalpur. In Patiala where the largest number 
of ra-vaccintions were performed the rate was 77*15 per cent. 


15. Eighty 'four per cent, of the total number of children under one Vaociuatioiiiiit mmi- 
year of age available for operation in 1915-16 were successfully vaccinated 
in the towns in which the Vaccination Act is in force as a^inst 66 per cent, 
in those, towns in which it was not in force, the corresponding rates for the 
previous year being 79 and 67 per cent. In the three largest towns of the 
province me peroentege of successfully vaccinated children was 92 in Lahore, 

66 in Amritsar and 79 in Multan as compared with 89, 76 and 86, respectively, 
in 1914-15. Of the 95 persons in Rawsdpindi who were prosecuted for not 
submitting their children for vaccination, 29 were puniimed and Bs. 63-9-0 
realized as fines. 


In 1915-16 tibe Vaeoination Act, XIII of 18S0, was extended to the 
municipal towns of Palwal in the Gurgaon, Sargodha and Miani in the Shah- 
pur and Shujabad in the Multan districts. In Sialkot town vaccination opera- 
tions were performed duriag the year under the provisions of the Vaobination 
Act and the question of the extension of the Act to the munioipahtioa of 
Gojra, Sahiwal, Blmkkav, Dinga and Kun jah was under the consideration of 
GoTemment at i^e close of the year ipder report. 
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16. The Institute supplied vaccine lymph. i*> >>^1 *.the districts in the 
Province, to Native States in the l^unjab, to the NoBth-west frontier Province 
Jammu and Elashmir States, and MUitary Medical OiOdoers, etc. The total ♦ 
number of tubes issued was 83,8«i4i as compared with 31^7216 in the previous 
year as detailed below— ‘ '»*

In addition to this the Vaccine Institute supplied 5,100 capi4ary» 20 
half gramme and 780 gramme tubes to the Military authorities for use out 
of India. 

Out of the 33,894i tubes issued during 1915-16 results were received in 
the case of 30,821 tubes, showing that 961,397 primary and 210,585 re-vaccina- 
tions were peiformed with an insertiois success of 96*08 per cent, in primary 
and 68 97 per cent, in re-vaccination as against 96*10 and 63 4di, respective!;^, 
in the previous year. 

Complaints were received from the !BCarnal District regarding the 
inferior quality of the lympli supplied by the Vaccine Institute, Punjab, but a 
comparison of the results obtained with the same lymph in other districts 
showed that it was capable of giving excellent results if properly used. Ihe 
Additional Deputy Sanitary Commissioner was deputed to investigate, ho 
came to the conclusion that these results were due partly to the deterioration 
of the vaccine at the commencement of the soason on account of excessive heat 
and portly to want of technique and care of lymph on the part of vaccinators. 
This, ic is hoped, will be obviated in the future when all vaccinators have under- 
gone a course of training at the Institute and if vaccination operations are 
not commenood earher than the Isi November. 

17. In accordance with the scheme for the training of vaccinators in 
the Punjab, in the teclinique of vaccination and the principles of elementary 
hygiene which was «ianotioned by Government, nine classes were held during 
the y«ar oommonoing from 1st November Each course of instruction which 
lasted a foitnight was hold at the Vaccine Imtitute, Lahore. Ihe following 
detail shows the number of vaccinators trained from districts and the Delhi 
Piovinco : —
